‘The british ships Leander aad Cambrian, 
were then at anchor at the Llook. 

The ship Actress, belonging to J. & W. 
Wood, of this city, which sailed from this port 
on Monday for Cadiz, was boarded oif Sandy 
Hook by the Cambrian British frigate, and had 
two seamen pressed, viz. Thomas Williais, of 
this city, and James Murral!, of Connecticut, 
both with protections. ‘The Actress in conse- 
quence of this impressmeut was obliged to re- 
turn into port, to procure other seamen before 
she could proceed to sea ; and having procured 
them, Tuesday proceeded on her voyage. 

The black who was pressed on board the Cam- 
brian from the ship Merchant, Lord, arrived 
here on Tuesday, was released, and sent up to 
town on Wednesday—together with several oth- 
er impressed seaman, who had procured men ia 
their places.
